The defendant association declares that 
the suit is brought to annoy Mr. Belmont 
and other members of The Jockey Club, 
and that city poolroom men are really 
back of the fight. At any rate, the law- 
yers for the plaintiff are seeking to estab- 
lish that a relationship exists between 
the track bookmakers and the racing 
associations which control the _ local 
tracks. Should they succeed in doing this 
they believe that everybody who loses 
money at the race track could recover 
it from the racing association.

the Supreme Court in Brooklyn handed 
down a decision yesterday in favor of the | 
| ees company, The company declared it 
had a right to collect at 90 cents a thou- 
| sand cubic feet. 
i On behalf of’ the city, it was said that 
|the rate was extortionate and that the 
| gas could be supplied at a much lower 
figure. An attempt was made by the 
| Corporation Counsel to compel that com- 
; pany to open its books.and show that 
i gas could be supplied at a much. lower 
figure and a reasonable profit made. 
| In denying this, Justice Burr contends 
that the act of the Legislature permit- 
ting the corporation to charge $1.25 to 
consumers fixed a maximum rate, and! 
any amount less than the fixed sum would 
ibe a legal charge. Of this Justice Burr 
says: 

‘‘T. think that the fair and reasonable 
construction of the statute is that the 
fixing of a maximum rate beyond which 
no charge shall be made is equivalent to 
| express authority to charge up to that 
rate. This is so because this is the usual } 
form adopted in statutes regulating the 
price of commodities or service by indi- 
viduals or corporations subject to Govern- 
mental regulation. Unless the statute is | 
given such force and effect, it is almost j 
i meaningless.”’ 

Corporation Counsel Delany said after | 
| reading the decision of Justice Burr: i 

‘The principle involved in this decision 
iis one of the greatest importance to the 
public interests. Immediately on the 
jentry of the order the city will take an 


appeal and carry it, If necessary, to the 
court of last resort.”

Our 
firm is known among ourselves ag Evans, 
Freeman & Evans. That is not a legal 
title, but one by which we are known. 
Besides Mr. Rufus Evans, the other part- 
ner is Jack Evans. Jack Evans is in- 
terested in politics in Chicago, and so far 
as we can figure it out, some one is trying 
to get even with him. 

“Our credit is good. I have as much 
money in the bank as the average man 
in my sphere in business. I have only 
been in Chicago a few times in my life, 
and my partner, Rufus Evans, hag not 
been there at all. Jack Evans, as I 
understand it, is interested in the Har- 
rison faction in Chicago. It ig true that 
I and my wife are billed to safl on the 
Baltic, and it is also true that I have 
purchased tickets for us to return on the 
Here are the tickets.

CHICAGO, IIL, May 8,—Commissioners 
Clements, Prouty, and Cockerill of the 
Inter-State Commerce Commiss!on will be- 
gin the Chicago inquiry into the relations 
between the Standard Oil Company and 
the railroads on Thursday.

The executive 
officiais of the Santa Fé, and possibly of 
some of the other railroad lines, will prob- 
ably be asked to testify with regard to 
the pipe lines of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany which are laid on the railroad right 
of way. The commisésion is anxious to dis- 
cover the compensatory features of this 
arrangement. 


CENTRAL’S 11TH AV. PLANS. 


Road Will Bulld a Roof Over Tracks, 
Assemblyman Stanley Thinks, 


Assemblyman Merwin C. Stanley of the 
Nineteenth Assembly District, who is a 
member of the West End Association, be- 
lieves that the New York Central Rail- 
road Company, to comply with the Saxe 
act, requiring the company to abolish the 
Eleventh Avenue grade tracks, will erect 
a steel and concrete roof over the tracks 
from Seventy-second Street to Spuyten 
Duyvil, and depress the tracks from Sev- 
enty-second Street south to St. John’s 
Park. Electricity, he thinks, will be sub- 
stituted for steam as thé motive power, 
and thus rid the west side of smoke, dirt, 
and nolse. 

As a compensation for making the 
change, Mr. Stanley told the West End 
Association recently, the company will 
probably ask for enough land between the 
tracks and the North River to build two 
more tracks. The city owns the land. 

President Card of the West End Asso- 
clation said last night that he felt as- 
sured the company would carry out this 
plan.

Brothers, probably the best known firm 
in the coffee trade, will end on June 1 
and James N. Jarvie and William R. 

The firm, as now or- 
ganized, consists of John Arbuckle, Will- 
iam R, Smith, William A. Jamison, and 
James N. Jarvie,

FIREMEN’S BRAVE RESCUES. 


Saved Several Persons, a Dog and a 
Doll at Third Avenue Blaze. 


Through the quick work of Firemen 
John J. Sheridan of Engine Company 
39 and Willtam J. Sullivan of Engine 
Company 66, over a half dozen tenants 
who lived in the four-story building at 
1,224 Third Avenue were rescued from 
the rapid sweep of the flames that burned 
out the first three stories of the build- 
ing yesterday afternoon. 

Sheridan also saved a little fox terrier 
and a big doll. In risking his life for the 
latter the fireman, almost blinded by the 
smoke, thought he was carrying a baby. 

The fire started on the second floor 


over the bakery of John Storck, and in 
his apartment, from a curtain that blew 
against a lighted gas jet. Both Sheridan 
and Sullivan were passing the house when 
they heard screams. When they reached 
the second floor or found the kitchen 
in flames. Sullivan hurried Mrs. Storck 
across the fire escape to 1,226 Third Ave- 
nue, and Sheridan ran out of the build- 
ing and turned ‘n an alarm, 

Sn his return he aided Sullivan in res- 
culng Mr. Storck, who was asleep in a 
front room. The door was locked and 
had to be broken open. Picking the aged 
man up, they dragged him into the hall- 
way just as the flames broke through 
into the bedroom, and carried him down- 
stairs into the street. 

Mrs. Cox and her two children, aged 3 
and 5, who lived on the third floor in the 
rear, were hurried across the fire escape 
into the next building, as were other ten- 
ants. 

Sheridan and Sullivan reached the 
street just as the apparatus drew up in 
front of the building, and met Mrs. 1- 
lock, who lived on the third floor, and 
begged Sheridan to ‘save her baby.” 

eridan dashed up the burning stair- 
way to the third floor front and found 
the fox terrier, the ‘‘ baby" that Mrs. 
Pollock was weeping for. He took the 
little animal in his arms, and, as the 
flames broke through the flooring, beat a 
rétreat to the rear apartment. As he 
crawled along he felt'a small object in a 
chair covered with a garment. This he 
embraced and ran down stairs. 

“That's one on me,”’ said Sheridan when 
he saw the doll. The firemen controlled 
the fire after it had done $3,000 damage.

Sold Worthless Spectacles and an Eye 
Wash Made of Water,

FREEHOLD, N. J., May 8&—Edward 
Hasse, wanted by the authorities of Mas- 
sachusetts, was arrested at Fairhaven, 
Monmouth County, to-night. Hasse es- 
caped from an officer in Boston on Feb.

occulist. He is married and had lived at 
Fairhaven for three years. 

His specialty was swindling women. He 
operated extensively in the towns and 
smaller cities of the State, and when 
arrested made his escape from an officer 
of the State police.

W. L. HAWLEY ROBBED. 


Held Up at Elevated Station After 
Dining with the Mayor. 


Walter L. Hawley, a reporter, who lives

Describes the Devastation. 


“The devastation comprises an area 
equal, when compared with New York, to 
the area from Fifty-seventh Street to the 
Battery. The remains of a few tall build- 
ings are still standing, and there is noth- 
ing else left in that area except the docks, 
which were, for the most part, preserved 
intact. That, of course, was on account 
of the proximity of the water and the 
fact that the crews of the patrol boats 
were able to save them by their supreme 
efforts. They were able to maintain com- 
munication with the land by ferry. 

“I wish to say that the military are 
still in charge by courtesy. Because of 


| their quick action in taking possession 


everybody felt secure on their own ac- 
count and for their families. 

“The Call Building is still standing, 
and seems to be all right, although burned 
out inside.”’ 

Mr. Harriman was asked what he 
thought about the question of a New 
York syndicate raising $100,000,000 to be 
used in the rebuilding of San Francisco. 

“I don't know anything about it," he 
replied, ‘‘so don’t ask me that. I don't 
want to be questioned about anything I 
don’t know about.” 


No Trouble About Money. 


Questioned further concerning the need 
for $100,000,000 and whether it could be 
raised, he continued: 

‘“‘There would be no trouble about rais- 
ing that amount if It could be shown that 
it is needed.” 

Mr. Harriman would not discuss the 
necessity of such an amount. 

‘People are still living in tents and 
shacks,”’ he went on, “and the food sup- 
ply is not exhausted. It will soon be 
necessary, however, to draw on the supply 
of money on hand to buy food. Fewer ra- 
tions are being given out. Much of the 
fund is being used to re-establish profes- 
sional men. There are thousands of doc- 
tors and lawyers who are receiving a few 
hundreds of dollars each and giving their 
obligations in return. 

Relief Work Must Go On. 

“Relief will have to be continued, and 
it ought to be kept up. There are at least 
100,000 persons who will have to be fed 
for a long time.” 

Some of the records of railroad com- 
panies in which Mr. Harriman is inter- 
ested were destroyed. 

‘‘In the rebuilding,”’ he continued, “‘ the 
height of buildings will be restricted and 
streets and avenues will be widened, - 
Chinatown will undoubtedly have to find 
a new site. There will be no trouble in 
using the “made ground again. 

‘‘ Every one out there is hopeful, as in- 
dicated by the fact that they started to 
build wooden and corrugated iron build- 
ings in a few days, but it will take years 
to get the city back where it was.” 

Mr. Harriman declined to discuss Seat- 
tle as a future rival of San Francisco, 


Has Forgotten Seattle. 


“TI have forgotten about Seattle,” 
said. 

‘Mayor Schmitz was the man of the 
hour,’’ he concluded. ‘‘ Then came Fun- 
ston and Greely.

His special, which ran only as far as

miles an hour. Its average for the entire 
distance from Oakland to Buffalo, in- 
cluding stops, was 46.4 miles an hour. 

Fastest Run Ever Made. 


The Harriman special left Oakland at 
7:33 P. M. Saturday. Ratlroad men say it 
made the fastest run in the history of 
railroading on this continent. It eclipsed 
on the Union Pacific lines the time made 
by the Roosevelt special, the details of 
which Mr. Harriman had in his possession 
and consulted in his trip across the conti- 
nent. Miss Roosevelt's train got to New 
York in 78 hours.

Talking of San Francisco on the train, 
Mr. Harriman said: 

“The future of San Francisco 
now occupies the minds of all those in- 
terested in its rebuilding. Sufficient time | 
has now elapsed for all to realize fully 
what has happened and to begin making 
plans for the future. The indomitable 
spirit of °49, which led men across the 
continent and caused them to endure 
hardships in their search for fortune 
still survives earthquake and disaster. 

“It will serve the reconstructionists, 
and the world will see before long a city 
on the Pacific Coast originally developed 
by natural conditions, that eclipses the 
San Francisco now of the past. Plans for 
@ more beautiful clty were drawn years 
ago by Architect Burnham, and in the re- 
building of the ruined city efforts will 
be made to make it model in every re- 
spect. 

‘“‘It may surprise many to know that 
San Francisco has a smaller debt than 
any other municipality of its size in the 
country. The officials have managed in 
the past to keep. down the public obli- 
gations, and at the time of its destruction 
its financial condition was so .excellent 
that should two-thirds of the population 
leave the city there would be enough left 
to take care of its bonded indebtedness. 
This fact will be a material one when the} 
time comes for the new city to float its 
bonds for the public improvements that 
must be made. 

‘‘San Francisco is in a position to ob- 
tain the best credit. Why, it has a large 
cash balance in its treasury. Public build- 
ings were for the most part destroyed, 
the streets will have to be paved, and 
mufficipal works generally will have to be 
reconstructed, but from the determina-| 
tion and enthusiasm exhibited by the 
officials and citizens there is no doubt 
in my mind of the ultimate outcome.

State Department Not Anxious to 
Probe McWade Charges. 


Special to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, May 8.—Assistant Sec- 
retary of State Peiroe is not going to in- 


im isist upon a hearing before the House 
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Committee on Foreign Affairs to permit

made by Robert M. McWade, former 
Consul at Canton, who was removed from 


office after Mr. Peirce had filed a report | 
with the department accusing him of | 


grave official and personal misconduct.

McWade is a resident of Philadelphia 
in the district of Representative Adams, 
who is Acting Chairman of the House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs. There 
was no Dill or resolution before the com- 
mittee in which action on this case was 
demanded, but the committee gave Mc- 
Wade a hearing because there is a reso- 
lution before it calling for information 
from the State Department in which some 
reflections are made upon him. It was

IN APPELLATE DIVISION 


Untermyer Says New York Life' 


Man Showed Criminal Intent. 


MR. JEROME ALSO AnGUES 


Campaign Gifts, He Repeats, Are by 
Nature Wrong—Everybody Made 
Them, Perkins’s Counsel Says. 


Argument was made yesterday before | 


the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court on the appeal of George W. Perkins 
from the decision of Justice Greenbaum 
dismissing the writ of habeas 
Sued out after Mr. Perkins was arrested 
last month. The charge of larceny against 


Mr. Perkins grew out of his part in the | 


New York Life Insurance Company’s con- 
tribution to the Republican National Com- 
mittee, District Attorney Jerome and 
Samuel Untermyer appeared for the peo- 
ple. Louis Delafield, ex-Judge William N. 
Cohen, and ex-Assistant District Attorney 
Gans appeared for Mr. Perkins. 

Justice Edward Patterson presided in 
the absence of Presiding Justice Morgan 


J. O’Brien, and his associates were Jus- 
tices Ingraham, McLaughlin, Laughlin, 
da Clarke. Andrew Hamilton was an in- 
rested spectator. 
The case came before the Appellate Di- 
vision on a record consisting of affidavits 
eclaring that in’ the Summer of 1904 
resident McCall of the New York Life 
reed that the company o— not more 
than $50,000 to the Republican National 
Campaign fund; that Cornelius N. Bliss, 
Treasurer of the Republican National Com- 
mittee went to Mr. Perkins with a sugges- 
tion from Mr. McCall that Mr. Perkins ad- 
Vance the money as desired; that Mr. Per- 
fans did advance sums aggregating, with 
mterest, $48,702; that the repayment of 
this amount was discussed by the Finance 
ommittee in December and approved by 
he committee as individuals, and that on 
ec. 80 a check for the amount was drawn 
to the order of J. P. Morgan & Co. and 
Oharged on the Hanover Bank Building 
Office books of the company as ‘“ Check 
© P. Morgan & Co. by order of the 
resident, $48,702.’’ This check was cred- 
ted to Mr. Perkins’s account at J. P. Mor- 
fan & Co.’s.

REBUILDING WEST POINT. 

It is a pity that the House should 
have stricken out the prowsion extend- 
ing by $1,500,000 the statutory limit of 
cost for the improvements at West 
Point. It is to be hoped that the Sen- 
ate may restore it. The House, it may 
be said, did not strike out the provision 
on its merits, or after a fair considera- 
tion of them. It wae stricken out on a 
point of order sustained by the Chair. 
Such debate as there was showed that 
every member who had informed him- 
self about the matter, including every 
member of the Military Committee, 
which had unanimously reported the 
appropriation, was in favor of the pro- 
vision. There was also a letter of 
strong recommendation before the 
House from the Secretary of War, the 
product of Mr. Tart’s own conviction, 
after investigation, and not influenced 
by any pride of paternity on his part, 
since it was his predecessor under 
whose direction the scheme for the en- 
largement of the Academy was pre- 
pared. 

An obstinate misconception vitiated 
the arguments which were made 
against the provision. This misconcep- 
tion was that the eglargement was due 
to an enlargement in the plans for the 
improvement, presumably th@ result 
of negligence or extravagance. But 
this is the contrary of the fact. The 
j}fact is that the provision now asked 
for is not an addition, but only a resto- 
ration, It restores the sum simply to 
what it was before it was reduced by 
Congress without any consideration 
whatever of the case. A million was 
arbitrarily stricken out on the floor 
of the House from the original esti- 
mate. The other half million was di- 
verted from building to the provision 
of an adequate water supply, includ- 
ing the acquisition of land. The Acad- 
emy is not seeking to make good. its 
own errors or those of its architects, 
none have been disclosed.

But, in fact, all public worship, so far 
as it is decent and seemly, must have 
something of formality. A Presbyte- 
rian congregation would be as much 
shocked as a Catholic or an Episcopa- 
lian congregation if the minister should 
begin with the sermon or break forth 
into sudden song, instead of following 
the usual routine. And the usual rou- 
tine must be a “form.” It is true that 
when the spirit moves a powerful min- 
ister, he may improvise a more elo- 
quent and appropriate prayer, for ex- 
ample, than any which could, be “set 
forth” in print for his use. But it is 
not and in the nature of things cannot 
be the rule, but must be the rare excep- 
tion, that the improvisings of an indi- 
vidual are more to the purpose of pub- 
lic worship than the “form of sound 
words” deliberately chosen beforehand 
by competent persons, and printed for 
the use, and obgarve, for the use only, 
of such ministers as may prefer to use 
them. On the other hand, almost 
everybody can recall solemn occasions 
the solemnity of which was diminished 
by the “unpremeditated art” of an in- 
eloquent or a tactless minister, and 
must on such occasions have lamented 
the want of some such impersonal and 
impressive “office,” as, for instance, 
the Burial Service of the Church of 
England. In fact, it is probably very 
largely to its ritual that the Episco- 
pal Church in this country owes 
the progress it has made” during 
the past generation, especially in the 
great cities, in proselytizing from the 
denominations which renounce any rit- 
ual, A ritual which nobody is com- 
pelled to use unless he thinks it prefer- 
able to any form of words which he 
may be able to devise on the spur of 
the moment, and out of his own head, 
does not seem to justify any ferocity of 
antagonism. We may expect that the 
new Presbyterian Prayer Book ‘will 
gradually make its way in the favor of 
the Presbyterian Church. 


The spening of the Manhattan Bridge 
bids discloses that the delay has result- 
ed in an apparent economy of a million 
dollars in the cost of the structure. But 
the million has been saved at the ex- 
pense of several millions’ loss in the 
way of delay. The interest account 
upon the work already done has been 
running through years of waiting, and 
the advantages of the completion of the 
bridge have been indefinitely deferred. 
Work was begun on this bridge in 1901, 
but years after the completion of the 
tower foundations it is impossible 
to foresee the span’s completion with 
any certainty, for although the bids 
for the steel work have just been 
opened, they are subject to decision 
of pending litigation. Nothing has 
been done upon thaq _  Blackwell’s 
Island Bridge for months, and the 
Willlamsburg Bridge has been com- 
pleted years without a single elevated 
railroad train being run across it, and 
with only the most inadequate utiliza- 
tion of its surface railway tracks. As 
an argument against municipal admin- 
istration of such utilities the record 
leaves nothing to be desired. The Sub- 
way, with all its faults, is an object 
lesson of efficiency and speed in con- 
struction which invites repetition.

The fathers were 
a fine lot, as fathers go, but not quite all 
of them were quite perfect, nor were 
the Tories without exception fiends in 
human form, but of such sinister char- 
acter that the treatment they received 
from the revolting colonists, both during 
and after the war, should forever be 
passed over in the silence that hitherto 
has for the most part concealed it from 
any except those of particularly thorough 
studies. It is a good thing to know the 
facts, even in regard to the early his- 
tory of one’s own country. Such knowl- 
edge is apt to work havoc with legends 
about demi-god ancestors in any land, but 
it does tend to put a stop to silly talk 
about an imaginary golden age in com- 
parison with which the present cuts a 
poor figure.

For 
the agile machines, instead of slowing up 
for these breaks In the pavement, are 
guided swiftly around them. As a result 
the course of the automobiles becomes 
an extremely devious one, and the un- 
wary foot passenger never knows when 
he is safe. His risks are numerous and 
great enough when he can assume that 
his enemy will follow for some moments 
longer the direction in which it is mov- 
ing at any given moment, but when it is 
likely at any instant to swerve to right 
or left his position is difficult indeed.

Lays a Cornerstone and Lauds 
United Effort in Science, 


MRS. CARNEGIE HELPS, TOO 


Puts Records Into Hollow of Corner 
stone of Engineering Bulliding 
Her Husband Gave. 


Andrew Carnegie laid the cornerstone of 
the United Engineering Building, at 25 to 
83 West Thirty-ninth Street, yesterday 
afternoon. Mr. Carnegie gave $1,500,000 
for the erection of the building, which 
will be used as the headquarters of the 
American Society of Mechanical Engt- 
neers, the American Institute of Hlectri- 
cal Engineers, and the American Insti- 
tute of Mining Engineers. The ceremony 
was brief, and the only decoration was a 
large American flag, which draped the 
southeast corner of the building, where 
the stone was laid. 

At 5 o’clock Mr. Carnegie was seen by 
the waiting crowd at the building walk- 
ing across Thirty-ninth Street, and he 
was immediately surrounded by engi- 
neers, who composed the greater number 
of the crowd. His wife and little daugh- 
ter, Margaret, drove up in a carriage 
later. AS Mr. and Mrs. Carnegie and 
little Miss Carnegie and the engineers 
gathered about the platform to be used 
in the ceremony, several photographers 
arranged themselves on the stoop of the 
next house. No objection was made to 
having pictures taken, and the group 
about the platform meekly obeyed one of 
the photographer's directions. 

When the photographers asked to take 
another picture after the ceremony, the 
ironmaster stepped up on the platform, 
and, with his cane held aloft, said: 
“Here's for the last shot.” 

The opening address was given by DB. B. 
Olcott, President of the United Engineer- 
ing Society, which was formed to man- 
age the new building. He formally 
thanked Mr. Carnegie for the gift which 
made possible the erection of the build- 
ing, and called attention to the aid which 
such a building will give in advancing 
engineering science. After the speech 
Mrs. Carnegie, with the aid of T. C. Mar- 
tin, editor of The Electrical World, placed 
in the hollow of the cornerstone the 
coins, records, and manuscripts which 
had been designated for its contents. 

Mr. Carnegie’s speech was short and 
impromptu. ‘They have asked a word 
from me,” he said, “‘and I'm going to 
respond. I congratulate you on the near 
completion of this building. Here en- 
gineers can consult with one another and 
cultivate friendship. They can form a 
brotherhood, which will be a great bene- 
fit to all. Oh, we in America are great 
mixers. In Europe you will find a group 
of mechanical engineers in one place, 
electrical engineers in another, and min- 
ing engineers somewhere else, all widely 
separated. Then théy expect to keep 
pace with this country, when we have 
a home like this. The principle of union 
in science is as important as it is in 
politics.”’ 

Noticing John Fritz, the famous fron- 
master of Bethlehem, Penn., among the 
spectators, Mr. Carnegie said: “‘ There is 
John Fritz, whom we call Uncle John. He 
is in science what Uncle Joe Cannon is 
in political life." 

The speaker also called attention to 
Charles Hayes Haswell, the oldest en- 
gineer of the United States Navy and 


the first steam engineer of any navy. 

Mr. Hasweil was seated on a chair io 
front of the platform. 

“He is 97 years old,” said Mr. Car- 
negie. ‘‘ I wouldn't like to say how many 
millions and a half I'd give to reach 
that age.”’ 

Referring to Mr. Haswell, he said that 
the preasnee of the oldest living engineer 
reminded him of a quotation from Kip- 
ling, which ended with ‘‘O Lord, ye ken 
we need an engineer.” 

‘““O Lord, ye ken we need éngineesrs,”’ 
he continued, ‘‘and what would the world 
do without them? I hope that this build- 
ing will soon be completed and that we 
will all be invited to attend the first 
banquet.”’ 

It is expected that the building will 
be ready for occupancy by Jan. 1, 1907. 

The contents of the cornerstone included 
a Bible, records of the three societies 
which will occupy the building, complete 
proof set of United States coins which 
| were struck at the United States Mint 
|at Philadelphia on-Monday, and a gold 
| plate on which is engraved the presenta- 
tion letter from Mr. Carnegie. ‘The let- 
ter follows: 

To the American Society of Mechanical En- 
gineers, the American Institute of Blectrical 
Engineers, and the American Institute of 
Mining Engineers: 

It will give me pleasure to devote, say, one 
and a half million dollars to erect a union 
building for you all in New York City. Best 
wishes. Very truly yours,

The Girls” Branch of the Public Athletio

plished in this line in a few months of 
practice. 

The girls played baseball, basket ball, 
and hockey, ran exciting relay races, and 
danced, and did it all in a feminine way, 
which was sure not to do them physical | 
injury. The new athletic league says it is 
ridiculous to try to make a girl play as | 
boys play. 

“If she throws a ball why shouldn't she 
throw it as a girl would?” ask the league 
workers. “‘ There is nothing funny about 
it, for it js natural. We don’t expect her 
to do anything as a weak imitation of a 
boy, and all the games have been made 
over to suit her and belong to her.”’ 

That did not prevent the baseball game 
from being an exciting one, and the rival 
teams, the ‘“‘ Reds’’ and “ Yellows,” the 
colors marked by bands on the sleeves | 
of the dark blue bloomer suits gave their | 
respective cheers at the close of the game | 
with enthusiasm and a volume of sound 
that spoke well for the girls’ lung power. 

All the games were given in the big 
court in the basement of the school, the 
largest of any in the city’s public schools. | 
The diamond had shrunk, but it was 
professional in all its other features. 
The catcher wore a mask and the umpire 
saw that it was properly secured before 
the game began. The respective teams 
then took their places. 

** Play ball!’ called the umpire, and the 
game began. 

The catcher bent in a professional at- 
titude with her hands on her knees ready 
to receive the ball, and the girl in front 
of her swung her bat ominously.

NEW PSYCHICAL RESEARCH. 


Hyslop and Others In a Society to In- 
quire Into Strange Things. 


An institution on the lines of the Insti- 
tut Général Psychologique is to be es- 
tablished in this country for psychical 
research. The French Government has 
provided about $80,000 for it. With the 
establishment of the new institute, the 
one of which the late Dr. Richard Hodg- 
son was the Secretary, and which was a 
branch of the English society, will go 
out of business. - 

Dr. James H. Hyslop, who was formerly 
connected with Columbia University, will 
be the leading spirit in the undertaking. 
According to Dr. Hyslop, the Trustees of 
the new institute will include the Rev. Dr, 
Minot J. Savage, the Rev. Dr. Heber 
Newton, and Prof. James Putnam of Har- 
vard. 

Dr. Hyslop says the investigations of the 
new institute will be pushed along 
‘“‘remedial lines,’’ as well as toward dis- 
coveries. It is, for example, the purpose 
of the projectors to visit and examine the 
blind, the deaf, the dumb, and the in- 
sane. 

It {is proposed to inquire how, for ex- 
ample, persons who have always been 
blind obtain impressions of color. Re- 
garding insane persons the newer psychol- 
ogists think they can be of great service 
by working in conjunction with alienists. 

The investigators will also examine al- 
coholic patients to determine, if they can, 
why men who don't want to drink fall 
victims again and again. Also they will 
try to find why some men remember what 
happens while they are intoxicated, and 
why some do not,

|rabbis who have been heard in Temple 


Emanu-El’s pulpit since the death of Dr. 
Gottheil, Dr. Magnes is'the youngest. 

Temple Emanu-El’s pulpit has never 

been filled by so young a rabbi, and it is 
doubtful if there are many younger ‘rab- 
|bis in this country. Dr. Magnes is only 
|/29 years old. He is a follower of Israel 
| Zangwill, an earnest Zionist. 
Among those who have been heard and 
| considered as likely candidates for the va- 
jeancy in this prominent Jewish congre- 
| gation were Dr. Wise of Portland, over-

HEAVY RAIL ORDERS, 


The Pennsylvania Wants 180,000 Tons 
—The Central Said to Want 100,000. 


Both the New York Central and the 
Pennsylvania Unes are expected soon to 
complete their orders for steel rails for 
1907 delivery. Reports came from Phila- 
delphia yesterday that the Pennsylvania 
has already made out its requisitions for 
next year's rails, calling for 180,000 tons, 
The New York Central, it was reported 
in Wall Street, is about to place orders 
for 100,000 tons of rails, making a total 
for these two roads of 280,000 tons. At 
$28 a ton, the price recently fixed by 
the steel companies for next year’s busi- 
ness, these two orders represent an out- 
lay of $7,840,000. 

At the office of President Newman of 
the New York Central, however, it was 
said yesterday afternoon that so far the 
New York Central had not placed any 
orders for rails for next year, that in 
fact the company was just beginning to 
lay the rails that ,were ordered last 
year. 

Importance was attached in Wall Street 
yesterday to the report that the Penn- 
sylvania had placed orders for 180,000 
tons of rails, because of the inference 
that these orders indicated that the man- 
agement was confident in the contin- 


uarice of favorable earnings, justifyin 
large expenditure for improvements ana 
renewals. Last — the Pennsylvania 
ordered an even larger tonnage of steel 
rails, the total orders of the system for | 
the year amounting to about 220,000 tons.
